There is no  expansion or contraction
frim heat or cold, anil there are no lovse
or apen joints, Beiog moch lighter than
stecl the rails ean be made much longer,
the connections even, and a smooth road
bed. It was alap saiid that mueh heavier
teaing conld be hauled over the track
made of this class of material, the adle-
sion of the drivers of the engioe to this
being greater than to steel.  Conse-
quently an engine of the samu weight
and eylinder surface can do a far greater
amount of work without & eorresponding
increase in tho cost of fuel.  The smooth.
ness of the rall it is claimed, decreases
materinlly the wear and tear of the roll
ing stock. The rails are made whally
and cntirely of pressed pulp paper, and
are =0 solid that the sharpest ax will not
muke the slightest impression upon them,
and the action of the atmosphere has no
offect whatever. Car wheels made of the
same materinl bave been given a thor.
ough test by the Milwaukee Company,

and have given the best of satisfaction,
and itis thought that paper rails will
prove equally as satisfactory,
